For the information of the Latent Fingerprint Section 
and FBI Laboratory, on May 4, 1975, the captioned subject was 
arrested by the Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, Police Department near 
the Wells Fargo Branch Office, Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, and 
charged with Possession of Burglary Tools and other State related 
crimes. SCHWEIHS has been identified by the Chicago Office as 
a known Chicago hoodlum with an extensive arrest record. He has 
been characterized as a gangland assassin and in the past has been 
a suspect in a humbdr of Chicago gangland-related slayings. 
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In connection with the arrest of SCHWEIHS on May 4, 

1975, a yet unidentified individual was also observed tampering 
with the alarm system of Wells Fargo by two brothers who own 
an auto body repair shop next door to Wells Fargo.. These two 
brothers routinely check their business during various hours of 
the day and night due to a number of thefts which have occurred 
at their shop. The brothers surprised SCHWEIHS and ^second 
unidentified individual and were able to detain and hold SCHWEIHS 
for the Ft. Lauderdale Police Department. The second subject 
managed to escape. 

At the time of SCHWEIHS’ arrest as shown in the . 
accompanying photographs, there were various pieces of electrical 
equipment attached to the telephone company underground terminal 
box. Also found at the crime scene were the enclosed tools and 
various other pieces of evidence which are self-explanatory. 

It should be noted by both the Latent Fingerprint Section and 
the Laboratory that all of the enclosed evidence was picked up 
and to some degree processed by the Ft. Lauderdale Police 
Department. On most of the enclosed evidence, no effort 
made by the police department to. preserve any latent fingerprints 
which might be on this evidence. It should be further noted 
that Item #4, a pair of eyeglasses, appears to have alreadybeen 
processed for fingerprints by the Ft. Lauderdale Police Department, 

Crime Laboratory. 

A Dreliminarv check by Bureau trained sound men, and 
an expert from ADT Alarm Company who installed the Wells Fargo 
Alarm System indicated the following: 

Wells Fargo and ADT Alarm Company lease a pair of 

telephone lines from Southern Bell Telephone and 

Telegraph Company. 

These lines have additional security devices on them 
in order to enable ADT to detect any breach or attempted breach 
of the alarm system. The equipment found at the scene, in 
the ooinion of the alarm expert and sound men, is of sucn 
a type that its only purpose is for use in tapping telephone 
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lines and if there had not been security type devices on these 
lines, could be used to breach the alarm system. 

The Florida State Attorney's Office does not feel that 
they have sufficient evidence to obtain meaningful prosecution of 
the subject or any later identified accomplices at this time*As 
a result, all the enclosed evidence plus full investigative reports 
have been turned over to the Miami Office of the FBI. 


Preliminary contact with Strike Force Attorneys in 
Miami indicates they feel that the possession of the electronic 
equipment if proven to have a wire tapping capability, would form 
the basis of an interception of communications violation. 

Further, they would consider prosecution of the subject for bank 
burglary. 


The Latent Fingerprint Section is requested to process 
the enclosed evidence in an effort to determine if any latent 
fingerprints belonging to the subject are found thereon. 
Comparison of latents found can be made with the enclosed finger¬ 
print card and palm prints (Item #22) transmitted with this 
evidence. Additionally, in an effort to identify the subject's 
accomplice, the Latent Fingerprint Section is requested to 
compare any unidentified latent prints found to the known finger¬ 
prints of the following individuals known to be associates of 
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FBI 4

Item #4, the enclosed pair of men's eyeglasses, are 
believed to belong to the yet unidentified second subject in 
this case. The Laboratory is requested to make any necessary 
examination of these eyeglasses in an effort to discern such 
things as: 

Manufacturer of frames, type ofoptical prescription, 
pertinent data relating to any unusual characteristics 
involved in these type of eyeglasses and anything 
else the Laboratory feels is pertinent in regard to 
these eyeglasses. 

Miami feels that SCHWEIHS represents a substantial 
organized crime figure and that every effort should be made to 
vigorously pursuit, his prosecution under any applicable Federal 
status. 


The Laboratory is requested to ^return all of the 
enclosed evidence to the Miami Office. The Latent Fingerprint 

Section should retain the fingerprint cards andpalm prints.

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On May 4, 1975, at 11:45 PM, captioned subject 
was arrested by Fort Lauderdale Police Department (FLPD) 
near the Wells Fargo Branch Office, Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, 
and charged with possession of burglary tools, attempted 
breaking and entering, and various other local violations. 

SCHWEIHS has been identified by the Chicago 
Office as a known Chicago hoodlum with an extensive arrest 
record. He has been further characterized as a gangland 
assassin and has, in the past, been a suspect in a number 
of Chicago gangland-related slayings. 

SCHWEIHS was observed tampering with the alarm 
system of Wells Fargo by two individuals who own a shop 
located near the Wells Fargo Office. SCHWEIHS was in 
the company of a second,yet unidentified,subject who 
managed to escape. 

At the time of SCHWEIHS* arrest, found attached 
to the telephone company underground terminal box were 
various pieces of electronic equipment. Bureau-trained 
sound men and an experti:from EDT Alarm Company, who installed 
the Wells Fargo alarm system,indicated that the equipment 
used was of such a nature that it could have been employed 
to circumvent the Wells Fargo alarm system and tape telephone 
lines. The Wells Fargo alarm system runs through a pair 
of leased cables. They tie directly into the Southern 
Bell Telephone Company lines. 

In addition to the various pieces of electronic 
equipment found at the scene, was a police scanner tuned 
in to FLPD. 


Miami SlrL&e Force Attorneys indicate that subject 
may be in violation of Interception of Communications 
Statutes. Furthermore, they feel that since Wells Fargo 
was merely acting as a transfer agent for funds actually 
in possession of a bank insured by FDIC, an attemped theft 
of its funds at the Wells Fargo office is equivalent 
to an attempted theft of the bank itself. Further, legal 
ramifications, along these lines ar.e being explored at 
this time.
